MADAGASCAR. 


By a letter trom the Rev. David 
Jones, dated Mauritius, Nov. 10, ISIS, 
we jearn that he and Mr Bevan have 
visiied Madagascar. They sailed 
from Port Louis on the 8th of Av gust, 
and landed at Tamatave, in tne island 
ef Madagascar, on the 18th of the 
same month. ‘They were favourably 
received, and soon commenced a 
school tor ten children, some of whom 
were of the principal families. When 
they informed the people that their 
wives, whom they prudently left at 
Mauritius, would come and teach the 
Malagash women to read, write, and 
sew, they exclaimed, Sarate/ Sarabe ! 
that is, very good! very good! 

On the 24ih of September, they re- 
turned to Mauritius, to avoid the un- 
healthy season then approaching , but 
they mtended very shortly to go back 
to Madagascar. Upon the whole, 
they were invch encouraged with the 
prospects before them. We have not

Letter from the Rev. Jumes Richards tv 

Dr. Worcester, duted, Cape Toun, 

( Cape of Good Hope,) Nov. 24h, 

1818, 

Rev. and very dear Sir,—I write youa 
few lines in great haste, to iniowm you, 
that | am about to leave this p!: 
retuin to the east. Lesierday I eu- 
gaged a passage on board tie Ajax, 
Capt. Ciark, bound io

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expect to sail to-morrow. Itisanum 
ber of weeks since I formed the con- 
clusion that I should gain po material 
benefit by staying any longer at the 
Cape. Since that period I have been 
looking out for an opportuni:y to re- 
turn to Ceylon. No opportunity has 
yet presented itself for me to go di- 
rectly to Cevion; and it Is very un- 
certain whether any such opportunity 
wiil occur, during the present season. 

On Friday tast | heard, that a mis- 
sionary had just arrived here on bis 
way to Madias. It immediately oc- 
curred to me, that it might be well for 
ine to takea passage with him. After 
consideration, £ conciuced that tt 
would be about as well for me to be 
landed at Madras, as at Columbo, on 
account of the season ; because, with 
the present monsoon the wind will be 
fair, two months hence, to come from 
Madras to Jatfina; but not to go from 
Columbo to Jaffna. 

After inquiry, I learned that there 
were two imssionaries, instead of one. 
They were both here on Friday even- 
ing; gave me a favorable account of 
the mecommodations on board the 
Ajax ; ‘and offered me every assist- 
ance in their power, in case I shouid 
conclude (o make one of their compa- 
ny. ‘The next morning J called on 

Capt. Clark, to know on what terms 
he would give mea passage. He toid 
ine, that he covid not do it for less 
than four hundred Spanish dollars, or 
one hundred pounds. 1 wrote bim a 
note svon after, aud informed that I 
would give him two hundred and 
sixty dollars, and no more. It was 
not till yesterday afternoon, that he 
consented to my proposal. ‘This price 
is considered cheap by some, but I 
consider it a very fair price. I did 
not feel at liberty to spend any more 
of the money of the Board, than ap- 
peared to be necessary. 

One of the missionaries, Mr. Trav- 
eller, who is married, is sent forth by 
the London Missionary Society; the 
other, Mr Sperschneider, by the So- 
ciety jor promoting Christian Know- 
ledge. 1 feel much gratified with the 
idea of going in theircompany. ‘There 
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is a physician in the ship, whose ad. 
vice may be of use tome. There is 
also a good cow on board. On the 
whole, | think the opportunity a very 
good one. 

The Lord is always exceedingly 
kind to me, and J desire to be thank: 
ful, and to make mention of his un- 
speakable mercy. ‘Though he has 
been trying me with afflictions, ever 
since | ianded in Ceylon, he has tried 
me more with mereies. ‘There has not 
been a single day during almost three 
years, in which Mrs. R. and myself 
have both enjoyed our usual state of 
health; but 1 have always had occa- 
sion to sing of mercy, as well as of 
judgment. I desire to speak it to the 
praise of divine grace, that lL have had 
more religious enjoyment, especially, 
at some particular seasous, witiin 
tweive months, than [had experienced 
before for vears. 1 think I can truly 
say, that I fiad it good to be affl cted. 
O that the Lord wou'd enable me to 
trust in him, aud to lean upon hun 
more and more. 

I have given an account of my own 
state of health in a letter to Mr. Evaits, 
and have not time to repeat tt. 

I have another subject to mention; 
and that is respecting a grave sioue 
for brother Warren’s remaius. Some 
of my iriends advised me to get oue 
erecied ; but I did not feel at liberty 
to do it, without the advice of he Pru- 
devtiai Commi tee; nor did I consid- 
er it of great importance — But if tlie 
Board should wish to have a stone 
erecied to brother Warren’s memory, 
it can be done still, by requesting John 
Melville, Esq. with whom I uow re- 
side, to attend to the business. A de- 
cent sione will cost but a small sum. 
Mr. Melvilie has just told me, that if 
you wish to have the stone erected, all 
that is necessary is, to tet him know 
this wish, and to send him the inscrip- 
tion. 

With prayer for the prosperity of 
the Boerd, and for yours in pai ticular,

Jam sorry that I have not been able 
o write to the Secretary of the Board 
of Commissioners a particular account 
of brother Warren’s last sickness and 
eath. If regret it. the less, however, 
hecause Ihave written to brother War- 
ren’s father, and have told him every 
thing which I might have told the 
Secretary. I have also requesied him 
to send a copy of that letter to you, or 
to Dr. Worcester, as soon as couve- 
nient. 

You will see from that letter, that 
the Lord was peculiarly merciful to 
brother Warren. You will see, that 
ashe approached the dark valley of 
the shadow of death, his ligin, his 
peace, and his joy, were greatly in- 
creased. ‘The hope of eternal life, 
which he bad long cherished, but 
which was sometimes weakened by 


Pdeubts.and fears, now appeared like 


au anchor to the soul, sure aod sted- 
fast. The iight of God’s countenance 
seemed to give new strength to his 
body and his mind. the glories of 
heaven seemed to burst upon his view, 
and he exciaimed, with apparent rap- 
ture, Come, Lord Jesus, come quick- 
eg 

I suppose you will wish me to say 
something concerning my own health. 
In a few weeks after I landed in Cey- 
lon, J was seized with inflammation in 


'my eyes; and have never enjoyed my 


usual health from that day to this.— 
It is now about-fourteen months since 
{ was attacked with my present com- 
plaint. During this period, I have 
sometimes apparently been betier, and 
sometimes worse. f am more Ccom- 
fortable now, than I was a year ago. 
Then Lhad a hard dry cough, pain in 
wy chest, fever im the day, and copi- 
bus sweats at night, loss of appetite, 
1d was so weak, that I could scarce- 
'y walk twenty rods. Since the month 
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of May last,.I have hai very little fe- 
ver in the day, or perspiration at night. 
But my cough-has continued, and has 
generaliy been growing worse. [ 
sometimes expectorate halfa pint in 
aday. During my passage from Cey- 
lon to this place, Lgot rid of my tever 
and sweats, gained a good appetite, 
and considerable flesh and strength. 
But just before [ landed at S:mon’s 
‘Town, [ took a violent cold, which 
very much increased my cough, and 
produced a copious expectoration, I 
was disturbed in my rest, lost my ap- 
petite, became much weaker than be- 
fore, and found myself losing ground 
very fast. In this situation I arrived 
in Cape Town. 

Four days after,.I began to take 
medicine, and once felt better, and 
continued to. gain for about three 
weeks; wen I began to spit blood. 
It was no! clear blood, but there were 
streaks or specks of blood in the mat- 
ter, which I raised from my lungs. [ 
have continued to raise blood in this 
way,. very frequently, ever since ;-in 
three or four instances [ have raised it 
more copiously. Atone time I threw 
up abou: a wine glass full. Not long 
after my arrival at Cape Town, I be- 
gan to be troubled with soreness of 
throat, and this was followed by occa- 
sional hoarseness, which has become 
constant, and is so severe that I can- 
not speak, except ina whisper. Still, 
I have a good appetite, sleep quietly, 
can walk half a ole, or a mile ata 
time, am able to attend public wor- 
ship, and do not lose flesh or strength, 
unless it be very graduaily. 

{ do not expect to recover from this 
sickness; but think it possible, that L 
may live many months. I have a de- 
sire to return to Ceylon, that I may 
die on missionary ground, and in the 
bosom of my friends. I have beer 
looking out for some time for a ship te 
carry me to the east, but have not vet 
found one. { desire to be thankiul, 
that | am not anxious tespecting any 
of the external circumstances of mv 
death. As 1 draw nearer the grave, 
my hope of salvation through the 
atonement of Christ becomes strong. 7,

Extracts from the third Annual Report. 


At this third mecting of the New: 
York Femaie Auxiliary Bibie Society, 
tie Managers report, that since the 
jast anniversary of tuis Society, they 
have sold Bibles to the 
$31,365; that they huve paid to the 
"Treasurer of the Amencas’ Bible So- 
ciety $900; that they have inade a 
donation to the Sabbath School Union 
Society of 150 Bibles and 100 Testa- 
ments; also a donation of 50 Bibies 
to the Sabbath School City Comunittee ; 
and that they have distributed gratuii- 
ously 300 Bibles. 

The Managers cannot do justice to 
their own feelings, withoul taking par 
ticular notice of the efforts made by 
*“ The New-York Female Juvenile Bi 
bie Association.” ‘Tiis Society is 
composed of children and youth, who 
would emulate the zeal and persever- 
ance of riper years, in giving the word 
of life to those who are ** sitting in the 
region of the shacvow of death.” Du- 
ring the month of October last, they 
became Auxiiary to this institution, 
and have contributed to its funds 
$109. If such are the efforts of child- 
hood, to what results may we not look, 
when years shall have extended theic 
views and confirmed their virtue! It 
was not in vain that the blessed Re- 
deemer said, “ Suffer little children to 
come unto me and forbid them not, 
fur of such is the kingdom of heaven.” 
“Out of the mouth of babes and 
sucklings strength is ordained, praise 
is perfected 3” and as auother indica: 
tign ol tue day of glory, their voice is 
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heard in the living Temple, “ Hosau.- 
na to the Son of David. 

The Managers cannot yield the oc. 
casion which this Report gi es, with. 
oul expressing their increasing con- 
viction, that the grand design of our 
Nalional Instituhion is best accom- 
plished by the establishment and sup- 
port of auxiliaries ; especially as 
it affords us, though on a more 
limited scale, an opportunity of do- 
ing something in the great cause.— 
Though our efforts are so small, 
alone not sensibly to affect the vast 
operations and high prosperity oi 
the parent imstitaliou; we are yet 
aware that efforts like these, mul- 
lipiied and concentrated, have fur- 
ntished ithe materials, and reared this 
inighty fabric, in hanour of the Bible, 
and the glory of God. We are also 
aware of encouragements to proceed 
in this momentous work, arising not 
from our auxiliary character and cir- 
cumstances, but from the good which 
we hope has been done-——encourage- 
ments sufficrent to reward our zeal, 
aud stimulate us to tenfold exertion. 

Though the effects produced by the 
distribution of the Bible, among those 
called Christians, be notas visible and 
suitkme as those which frequently at- 
tend its circulation among the hea- 
then: they are no iess deep aud pow- 
erful: though jess rewarkable ia ap- 
pearaice, toey are no less so Im fact. 

The effo:ts of the Managers have 
been chiefly coufined to the circula- 
tiou of the Holy Scriptures among the 
desiitute of this.city. And while they 
liave been dispensing the precious gilt 
of heaven, to the ignoraut and the al- 
flicted, ithas become more precious to 
themselves; they bave realized its 
value more whiie wituessing the divine 
consoiations which it bas power to 
give; kuowing that it can enrich the 
children of want and sorrew, and in- 
spire a soul, who otherwise might bave 
departed * without hope and without 
God,” with the assurance of immor- 
la! tity and heaven. 

Among a number of instances that 
might be mentioned, proving the hap- 
py effects of such disuibetion, upon 
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she smailest scale, one or two may not 
be impertuinent.—A Bibie was sold at 
a reduced price to a Tayloress who 
boarded in the house with several ap- 
prentice boys; one of them having 
seen it, became very anxious to ob 

tain one on the same terms, aud soou 
saved from his small earnings a sufit- 
cient sum for its purchase. He began 
to be serious, and kept his Bible con- 
stant!y with him while at work. His 
associates in the same occupation, 
were thoughtless, profane, and con 

stantly disposed to ridicule the book 
he so much prized. One of them par- 
ticularly, more wicked than the rest, 
used to take it up frequently and read 
a passage for sport, or sometiing 
worse. Atlength, however, the truth 
became too powerful for his depraved 
heart,—he began to reflect upon the 
sin he was committing,—soon solicited 
the bocn for himse!f,j—ceased all pro- 
faneness, and in connexion with the 
ovner of the Bible, succeeded in ma- 
king it fineable for any one of their 
nuinber toutter anoath The effect, 
npon the whole, has been remarkab.e ; 
aid several, we hope, are truly anx- 
ious to be made “ wise unte salva- 
lion.” 

The following instance affords the 
most powerful argument for translai- 
ing the Scriptures. tis not easy to 
desci ibe the eagerness with which we 
have seen this blessed book received 
by a poor German.—He was on a bed 
of sickness, far from his home, and 
possessed only of a prayer book, in 
his native ianguage, for he could read 
w Other. ‘This book was interspers- 
ed with passages of Scripture, which 
he embraced as a revelation from the 
most Hligh God. When informed that 
perhaps the whole Bible in the Ger- 
an language could be procured for 
lim, had we promised bread to a 
slarving man, he could not have been 
fore eager to receive it; and when 
ihe book was obtained, one wlio visil- 
ed hin from time to time in his poor 
dweling, and afterwards in the hospi- 
tal, always found him absorbed in 
reading it. He wept over the sacred 
bages : embraced the gracious prow 
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ises, and under the influence of the 
Divine Spiit, meek!y subuutted him- 
seif in poverty and seffering to the 
will of Ged. 

The Managers, while they rejoice in 
the privilege of co-operating as auxil- 
iary, congratulate the Society on the 
progress of this mighty work; and 
hambly pray for that glorions period 
when “they shali not teach everv 
mau fis neighbour, and every man his 
brother, saving, know thou the Lord ;

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SABBATH SCHOOLS AT WHITE- 
HALL, N. Y. 


In October, 1817, one of the mem- 


“bers of the Feinale Cent Society, view- 
ung the moral desolation in the town, 
realizing the destructive effects of liv- 


ing destitute of the Gospel, and stated 
means of grace ; secing the youth pro- 
faning the Sabbath, and the children 
pat: o'ing the streets, and ficlds, on that 
holy day, without restraint, and grow- 
ing up igrorant of God aud divine 
things; became sensibly affected with a 
sense of the importance of doing some- 
thing, t o check, if possible, these grow- 


dng evils. She therefore resolved toca!l 


the caildren, in her neighbourhood, 
(being ihree or four miles from the 


landing,) together, and by the help of 


God, do what she could to instrvet 
them out of the Scriptures, in the first 
principles of our holy religion. Ac- 
cordingly a number came te her 
house, veceived her insiruction, and 
lessons to recite on the following Sab- 
bath. “Phe usual method d of conduct: 
nye Sabbath Schools was then ad lopt- 
ed. ‘The attention of the children 
that atten led, was soon excited; and 
ther anxiety became so great to ex- 


cel in committing portions of Scrip. 
ture, hymns, &c. to memory, that he 
Female Society thought it expedieu 
to take the school under their patron. 
age, and agreed to support it. ‘Though 
but few attended, the people living 
scattered, vet the school prospered be. 
yond the expectations of its friends, 
and bids fair to check, in the bad, 
many growing vices, to which the chil. 
dren were addicted, and prove benefi- 
cia! to the rising generation in the 
neighbourhood. 

F;om the success of this school, and 
apparent advantages to the young, 
arising from it, the Female Society 
deemed it expedient to establish two 
others, in different neighbourhoods. 
These, thougt composed of but few 
scholars, prove to be equally prosper- 
ous and successful. 

The number of verses recited by 
the scholars, in the first school, con- 
sisting generaliy, of only about six 
scholars, in fifteen menths, was 4506, 
One schola: recited 2304. In one of 
the other schools, consisting of twelve 
scholars, 1491 verses were recited, in 
the first quarter. The number of 
verses recited in the other school, 
the same time, was 4004. One boy, 
7 years old, at the close of the school, 
on the first day, being told by his 
teacher, that he might get four verses 
to recite the next Sabbath, answered, 
“Fcan learn them in four minutes.” 
Being then told, that he might get the 
whole chapter, said, “I can learn itia 
an hour.” [tis said, by reading a chap- 

er 3 or 4 times, he can repeat the 
whole verbatim. By these schools 
such geniuses are early discovered. 

There seems to be a manifest differs 
ence in the appearance and behaviour 
of these children, since their attend- 
ance to Sabbath School instruction. 
This difference is visible, not only on 
the Sabbath, but ou other days. Ther 
aitention, instead of being fixed en- 
tirely on their plays, which naturally 
leads to vice and ruin, is turned to the 
study of the holy Scriptures, and those 
things which are able to make them 
wise unto salvation. It is found that 
the children have learned more 0

God and moral duty, since their at- 
rention to these schools, than in all 
their life-time before. Some, who ap- 
peared to be entirely ignoraut of God, 
aud religion, are now able to answer 
correctly almost any questions upon 
ine fundamental doctrines, and most 
impo. tant duties, revealed in the word 
of God. And it must be obvious to 
every candid observer of these schools, 
and their effects, that they are well 
calculated to impress the young and 
tender minds of children, with a sense 
of their obligations to God, and duty to 
their fellow men. The impressions 
which they receive, at this age, can 
never be entirely eradicated from 
their minds. And itis of vast impor- 
tance that they receive those that are 
calculated for their future usefulness 
and happiness, instead of such as tend 
to produce a contvary effect. In ex- 
act proportion as they become ac- 
quainted with ihe doctrines, precepts, 
promises, and threatenings, of the holy 
Scriptures, will ihey find tt difficult to 
stile their consciences, throw off re- 
straint, and pursue the ways of vanity 
and vice. And in the same propor 
tion, will they be likely to receive the 
truth int» their hearts, secure an inter- 
est in tue biood of Christ, and prepare 
for a state of endless felicity. Though 
Infidels scoff at the exertions using 
with children, to train them up for 
God and heaven, gainsayers reproach 
aud blaspheme, and formal profes 
sors utterly neglect the spiritual con- 
cerns of their offspring ; let Christian 
parents do all in tneir power, to en- 
courage Sabbath Schools, in which so 
many thousands of the rising genera 
lion are iustructed in those things 
which intimately concern their immor- 
tal interest. 


PREACHING OF THE CROSS, 
The following was related in a sermon 


preached at an early anniversary of 


the Church Missionary Society. We 
think many Preachers in our day may 
profit by the testimony of this heathen. 


Johannes, a North American In- 
dian, was the first of his tribe whose 


heart was religiously impressed by the 
exertions of certaia faithful servants 
of Christ who settled as missionaries 
in his vicinity. From being an eini- 
nently wicked man, distinguished for 
his evil conduct, and even rendered a 
cripple for life by his sinful practices, 
he became both a consistent Christiar 
and a useful fellow labourer among 
the congregation which were gathered 
from the heathen. At a_ religious 
meeting, ia which the best meaus oi 
preaching to the natives was consider- 
ed, he made the following striking re- 
marks :—*“ Brethren, [ have been a 
heathen, and have grown old amongst 
them: I therefore know their modes 
of thinking. A preacher once came 
to us desiring to instruct us; and be- 
gan by proving to us that there wasa 
God. Oa which we said to him, * Well, 


and dost thou think us ignorant of 


that? Go back to the place whence 
thou camest.’—Then, again, another 
preacher came and began to instruct 
us, saying, ‘ You must not steal, or 
become inebriated, or tell falsehouds, 
or Jead abandoned lives.’ We answev- 
ed him : ¢ Thinkest thou that we know 
not that? Go and practically learn 
these things first thyself, and then 
teach them to thine own people; for 
who are more addicted to such vices 
than they? Thus we sent him away 
also. 

“ At length a missionary came to 
my hut, and sat down by me. The 
contents of his discou:se were nearly 


these; ‘I come to thee in the name of

the Lord of heavev and earth. He 
seuds me to acquaint thee that he 
would gladly save thee, aud make thee 
happy and deliver thee from the mis- 
erable condition in which thou at pres- 
ent liest. ‘To this eod he became man, 
gave his life a ransom tor man, and 
shed his blood tor man. All that be- 
lieve in the name of this Jesus obtain 
the forgiveness of sins. ‘lo al that 
receive him by faith he giveth power 
to become the sous of God. She Ho- 
iy Sprit dwelleth iu their hearts, and 
they are made free through the bicod 
of Christ from the slavery aud domin- 
jon of sin. Aud thougii thou ai the 
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chief of sinners, yet if thea prayest 
the Father in his name, and believest 
in him as the sacrifice for thy sins, 
thou shalt be beard and saved, and he 
shal give thee acrown of life, and thou 
shalt live with him for ever in heaven.’ 

* | could no’,” added the converted 
native, “ | could not forget his words. 
Chey constantly recurred to my mind, 
Even in sieep I dreamed of the blood 
which Christ shed for us. If then,” 
continued he, “ you would have your 
words gain an entrance ainong the hea- 
then, preach te them Christ Jesus, his 
booed, bis suflerings, aud hisdeath.” 

A SOLEMN PROVIDENCE. 


On Satarday last, June 19th, three men, 
by the names of Adam Love, Samuel Whit- 
ng, and - Fisk, were drowned in this 
piace, in au unexpected moment. They 
were sailing in company with three others, 
ina small boat, in our harbour, aud while 
nearly olf the Light-House, the boat was 
suddenly upset by a flaw of wind, and hav- 
ing considerable ballast on board, it in- 
stantly sunk. Weaver, Jones, and William 
Love, were enabled to reach the shore in 
different directions by swimming a considl- 
erable distance. Jones was taken up, near 
the shore, with but just the remains of life. 
He was much exhansted at the commence- 
ment, by aiding Whiting, who for some 
time kept hold of the skirt of his coat; bnt 
perceiving that they were both geing down 
together, he had the presence of mind to 
take out his kni’e and cut off the skirt of 
his enrment, and by this means extricated 
himsell from his deadly graap. ‘Two of the 
unfortunate men have lett families that were 
dependent on their personal exertion for 
support. Withthe exception of Whiting, 
the hodies of the deceased have not yet 
heen found, though diligently songht after, 
But they will be found—the voice of the 
Arch Ange! can raise themin a moment, in 
the twinkling of an eye, although the firing 
of canuon and other experiments bave fail- 
ed. 

How impotent is man! and how frail his 
fife! Can those who bave escaped the 
eatery grave that has swallowed their com- 
panions, be unmindtal of this solema warn- 
ing? Can they abuse that mercy which 
has given them a little longer time to pre- 
pare to meet their God in judgment, while 
their companions have been ushered into 
His presence without a momenv’s warning ? 
Such Providences are constantly passing 
before us,—and shall we not heed them? 
Let all be admonished of the uncertainty of 
life.
